Who Killed Cook Robin? 

Tlio Road Tax ia intenHcly and, as 
■we - think, justly unpopular on the 
Mainland. In a rccout articlo the 
Q-'tJABDiAK aniniadverted upon it as "an- 
dUi«x of the abortions produced by tlitj 
present Minisby," in reply to wbicb 
tfie II^CbbAij) mt^es ' the following at- 
tempt at being facetious and awfully 
BeTere: — 

"As a matter of curJositj', meroly,-n-o 
would like to find out whether the 
writer knew ho was penning- a I'lilsc- 
liood, or -svhether h ; is so ainazinglv 
ignorant as to think his statement ti n c. 
All that the "jMesent Ministry" hud to 
do with the matter was to put into ef- 
fect the order — ananiniouH, we be- 
lieve — of the Legislature. And all 
that the Legislature did was to oxtciicl 
to the Afuiulaiul an act wliich had been 
in force on the Island furj'ears." 

Now, without any desire to get 
mixed up iu the quarrels ul' ouv eon- 
temporaries, "as a matter of <uiri(j.-i;} , 
merely, we would like to find out 
whether the writer knew ho was jicn- 
ning a falsehood, or whether he was 
so amazingly ignorant as to think hi- 
statement true." The Hkhald nnist 
escuse us if we point out that its local 
contempoi-ary was perfectly correct, 
and that it is altogether wrong, whether 
through "amazing ignorance," or the 
seductive influence of Government pap, 
we do not pretend to say. If our eon- 
temporary will turn to the files of IIk 
organ-in-chief, it will find that, on the 
6th day of January Inst, iu enuneiating 
the programme of the new Miin-itrv, 
the Premier distinctly nieiitioiied tlio 
extension of the l^oail Tax over the 
Mainland. It will further be found 
by reference to the printed Journals oi 
the House, page nineteen", that on the 
10th day of the same month, the At- 
torney-Geneial introduced a Dill en- 
titled "An Act further to amend the 
Road Ordinance IStJ'J, and to make 
the .same applicable to the Mainland of 
British Columbia." Having referred 
to these two authorises, it is to be 
hoped that our conteni])orary will not 
renew its ^orts to screen its mastei.- 
fi-oni responsibility in so far as this 
measure is concerned. It would be 
more manly, it would certainly b' 
more ingei.u •r.s.'ftheorgan woiildcome 
out bolilly in duiiMico of the iiicusur.'. 
But the ili nild commits unotlier error in 
as-ei-tinj; that "all the IctiisliLlurc diil 
■\vas to oxtcnil to the M:iiul!inil an lu't 
■which liail lioeii iu force on the fsliuj.l 
for years." A reference to the priiiciiial 
act(aeotion 12) will show timt tlio livw was 
merely permissive. "Tlie (}ovorn(3r iiia.v 
upon petition froni two-tliirds at least ot 
the residents of any portion of Jirilisli 
Cohmibia, create by Proelain.il ion, .Vc." 
By the Government nieasnre of last se-<- 
sion this p(;rniissive provision wasamend 
ed as follows (vide section 2 of new nctj : 
The Lieutenant-Governor in Council 
may, by Pi-ocliiraation published in tlit 
British Columbia Gazette, create 'iny jior- 
tion or portions of the ^f.iinland of' Drit- 
isli Columbiii into a Koiid JJistrict oi- 
Disti-icts" \-c. Thus it appoars that tiii' 
present -A-dniinistration took away fi'oiu 
the people all power of choice, so that, 
whereas, under the former law the taxcould 
only be levied uttho request of tlio resi- 
dents inany District, now h is levied wiMy 
nilly all over till! I'rovinco as an ail).- 
tnii-y and absolute act of tiio E-ccKMitive. 
It will bn ol)sorvcd that tlic word "niav" 
lias been imported into tho new act; and 
it is a noteworthy eircumstanco how the 
Government hastened to use the power 
thus taken to its utmost limits, so tiiu! 
there is not a settlement or a corner 
throughout tlie len^jtli anil hreailtli of 
thewliol(> I'rovinee that sliall ni t lie vi.-it- 
ed by the Itoad Taxgathen.'r during the 
very fir.st year of the existence of a so-cal- 
led "People's Goverinuont!" Tho E.'ce- 
ontive may, indeed, bo complimented 
upon tho marvelloivs promptitude witli 
Aviiich it has done what the law says it 
"may" do. It is to l)e re;,'retled that it 
cannot be coniplinumted U|)on tlio dis- 
play* of siinilar alacrity and /.eal ia doine 
Bomething calculated to assist the settlers 
in their struggles to estahli.sh comfort- 
able homes, ^snredly wo cannot com- 
pliment tho Governmont upon such dis- 
ingennous attempts to shirk the full i-e- 
aponaibility of an arbitrary, uujust and 
unpopnlar act.
